WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—A. new 
draft of ‘the McNary-Haugen Farm Re- 
lief bill has been completed by Sen- 
ator McNary of Qregon, who will rein- 
troduce the measure next week, thus 
starting anew the drive for this agri- 
cultural legislation. 

Members of various farm groups in 
_ Congress who have already arrived 
are holding conferences on the situa- 
tion and to plan for more determined 
efforts than ever-to put through some 
sort of legislation in the coming short 
session. Senator McNary has had sev- 
eral informal discussions ‘with these 
men and will have others before Con- 
gress opens. 

Senator McNary said today ‘that in 
his new bill he had sougkt ‘‘to sim- 
plify the machinery involved in the 
human agencies that are to adminis- 
ter the law.’’ Other changes seek to 


. eliminate some of the controversial 


matter that led to its previous defeat. 

The Advisory Board proposed in the 
last bill has been eHminated as ‘‘cum- 
bersome.’’ The new measure provides 
simply for a Federal Farm Board 
based on the plan on which the Federal 
Farm Loan Board is erganized. There 
would be twelve f districts and a 
representative from seen on this board. 


— — Fee Retained. 


Senator McNary ‘has retained ‘the 
equalization fee feature, but in simpli- 
fied form to facilitate its collection. 


The money would be paid into a ‘‘stab- 
flization fund.“ Cotton, corn, wheat, 
swine and rice are the five -basic com- 
modities covered by the measure. The 
Senator said the plan for collecting the 
equalization fee had been drawn so 
that the farmer would not have to pay 
it direct, but it would be collected from 
the ginner,; the miller, or the packer. 
Senator Capper of Kansas issued a 
statement urging action on the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill in the coming session. 
“I believe agricultural forces of the 
West and South,” he said, ‘‘will be 
stronger than ever for the McNary- 
Haugen bill, or a similar plan to en- 
able farmers to control and manage 
excess. supplies of crops at.their own 
expefise; so as to secure cost of pro- 
duction with a reasonable profit. 
“This congress should promptly pro- 
vide for a Federal marketing board, 
appointed by the President, with power 
to withhold surplus and pro-rate any 
cost among the producers.

The firm said the remaining copies 
of the two editions printed would be 
destroyed, and that an effort would 
be made to'recall all copies from cir- 
culation. 

Thus: many persons who bought the 
book gn the day of publication to- 
day found themselves in possession of 
rarities worth many times the pur- 


chase price. 

Sir ener Rodd’s letter follows: ° 
. “Sirs 

“May I appeal to your courtesy to 

give publicity to the following facts: 
* “Soon afternoon today I received 2 
visit from a member of the publishing 
house of John Lane, which has just 
withdrawn crom circulation a volume 
called ‘Whispering Gallery,’ which has 
attracted deplorable’ notoriety both at 
home and abroad. 

‘‘He informed me that the diary, as 
I utiderstand it purports to be—I have 
not yet seen the book myself—was 
. brought to him by Mr. Hesketh Péar- 
son, who attributed its authorship to 
me and professed to be acting as my 
intermediary with the publishers, who 
were to give a pledge of inviolable se- 
crecy as to the name and identity of 
the writer. 


Does Not Know Pearson. 


“My visitor desired to know whether, 
in view of the measures which the 
firm of John Lane would be obliged to 
take, he could use my name and have 
my repudiation of the authorship. I 
told him he was welcome te do so, and 
that he might emphasize the fact that 
that I have never seen the diary nor, 
to the best of my knowledge, Mr. Hes- 
keth Pearson. though in the course of 
a long life I have seen so many. people 


that I could not, of course, be certain 
as to the latter point. 

“I further’ expressed some surprise 
that, in-view’ of my. public record, his 
firm could for a moment have enter- 
tained the idea that I could be respon- 
sible for a volume of this deplorable 
character.

GRINNELL NEXT WITNESS. 


Oliver Cromwell Grinnell was then 
called. He testified that he had seen 
Henry Stevens in Miami, but was 
uncertain on which of three days, 
Feb. 16, 17 cr 18, he had encountered 
the defendant, whom he had known 
for years. Mr. Grinnell had to -:nswer 
only three questions on cross-exam- 
ination. 


MRS. HOLZHOHNER’S STORY. 


Mrs. Emma Holzhohner was the next 
witness. She lives in Eilzabeth, N. J., 
but in August, 1924, was visiting her 
daughter, Mrs. John M. Tegen, who 
shared the Phillips farmnhouse with 
Mrs. Anna Hoag. Mrs. Hoag, who 
was a State witness testified that 
Henry Stevens came to the farmhouse 
‘in August two years ago and. had 
acted in what the witness considered 
a “nervous way.’ Mrs. Holzhohner 
swore that the visitor had been taller 
and thinner than Henry Stevers He 
stood up at the request of ‘Senator 
Carc and the witness said that he was 
mot the man who had called. Mrs. 
Tegen gave the same iestimony. 


DR. DEMAREST TESTIFIES. , 


Dr. William H. S. Demarest, clergy- 
man and educator, was the next to 
take the stand. He is President of the 


Wew ‘Brunswick Theological Seminary 
and for nearly twenty years was Pres- 
ident of Rutgers College. The purpose : 
of his testimony was not exactly clear, 
inasmuch -as he merely identified him- 
self as a trustee and the V ce Pree ‘lent 
of the Francis G. Parker Memorial 
Home, an institution for those bav'ng 
incurable ailments, which has tigured 
only incidentally in the ‘trial to Cate. 
In fact, the Parker Home has been 
en only as a point of orienta 
on. 


MISS STORER’S TESTIMONY. 

Next to be placed on the stand was 
Miss Agnes Storer, organist, of the 
slain rector’s parish, the Episcopal 
Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
New Brunswick. William Garvin, a 
former employe of the Burns Interna- 
tional Detective Agency, who ap- 
peared for the prosecution. had testi- 
fied that Ralph V. Gorsline, vestry- 
man of the church, had visited the 
Burns office in this city on Sunday, 
Oct. 1, 1922, and had ‘‘confessed’”’ that 
he had seen .Henry. Stevens in De 
Russey’s Lane and that the accused 
man had fired two shots to scare him 
off. Gorsline denied this. 

Senator Case on direct ‘examination 
had Miss Storer produce the record 
of attendance’vf choir members. Gors- 
dine sang baritone in the choir. The 
book showed that Gorsline had at- 
tended all services that day at the 
church. Senator Simpson  cross-ex- 
amined: 

Q.—Did he have any particular choice of 
hymns at all?

Q.—What do you mean by that? A.—He is 
is able to take care of himself. 

Q.—He was able to take care of himself 
but not absolutely normal? A.—He is 
brighter than the average person; he has 
never advanced as far in school learn- 
ing as some others. . —~ * 

Q.—Well, what is there that Is not ab- 
solutely normal about him? A.—I don’t 
pretend to be a brain specialist. I have 
not come here to qualify or claim to be 
qualified as such. 

Q.—But you have qualified as a specialist 
in epilepsy, haven’t you? A.—I have qual- 
ified to the extent,that he has neyer had 
an attack of epilepsy in twelve years; 
that is all I have testified to. 

Q.—Well,. what is epilepsy, is it a brain 
disease? A.—We don’t any of us know 
what epilepsy is 


necessarily. 

Q.—You have been Willie Stevens’s phy- 
sician for some length of time? A.—Yes, 
sir. Twelve years or more. 

Q.—Do you know that he has no occupa- 
tion, do you know he is not earning his 
own livelihood, and has not had an occu- 
peta? A.—I have knuwn that all my 
ife. 

Q.—And isn’t the cause of that because 


he is not normal mentally? A.—Not nec- 


essarily. 

Q.—DVo you know anything about his per- 
sonal habits? A.—I know nothing the mat- 
ter with them. 

Q.—You say he is brighter than the av- 
‘age person, more intelligent? A.—Brighter 
than axlot of them. 

Q.—Well, is he brighter than the average 
person, a sort of genius in a way, I sup- 
pose? <A.—Yes, that is just what I

Q.—Do you know anything about his be- 


ing attached to fire companies? A-— 
know he takes an interest in fire compa- 


nies, yes. 

Q.—Did you ever know of his starting a 
fire in the yard and putting on a fire- 
man’s helmet and coming out and putting 
it out with a pail of water? A.—No, I 
never heard of it. 


Saw Him Excited Only Once. 


Dr. Runyon said that he had seen 
Willie Stevens in a state of excitement 
only once, and that was four years ago 
when he returned to his home after 
having been gritled for thirteen hours 
by detectives. The physician denied 
that he had ever seen his patient in 
‘‘paroxysms of rage.’’ Senator Simp- 
son continued his cross-examination : 


Q.—Now, as I understand you, Mr. Stevens 
is a little above the average in mentality 
and not absolutely normal; is that your 
statement about him? A.—I qualify that 
this way: He reads books that are abov 
the average and knows the answer an 
makes a good many people look like fools.

A.—He don’t 
read many novels; he reads heavy books.

Q.—You have testified under oath. . I 
want you to give them. A.—I canont give 
them to you. I have seen him over here, 
when 1 come up to visit him at the jail. 
Q.—Can’t you tell us the names of the 
books he readg? A.-They are books on 
engineering, books on that type of read- 


ing. ; . 
Q.—Is he reading any books on surgery? 
A.—Not to my knowledge. 

Q.—Where have you seen him reading 
ri books? A.—I have seen him at the 
ail. \ 

Redirect examination i Senator Case: 

Q.—Doctor, you were asked about effects 
of epilepsy- on the mentality of a person; 
is it not a fact that some of the greatest 
figures in, history have been epileptics? 
A.—That was my vwnderstanding. 

Q.—Was not Napoleon, of common report, 
an epileptic! A.—That is what I under-

and, 

Senator Simpson—I object to that on the

LYONS TELLS HIS STORY. 
Terence P. Lyons, a clothier, was 
called to the stand. He said that for 
ten years prior to the dissolution of his 


wick haberdashers, he had sold hats 
to Willie Stevens. Lyons was produced 
further to offset the testimony of the 
Dixons, who had sworn that their 
murder night caller wore a derby hat. 
Lyons said that, Stevens had never 
gone in for * hats and that he 
had only once choice in headgear, a 
soft black hat. Senator Simpson cross- 
examined: 

Q.—You know he always wore a derby 
in the Summertime, don’t you, where 
he stayed and was called “‘Billy Bruns- 
witk’’ because he wore a Brunswick derby? 
A.—I never knew that. 

Q.—Well, did you sell him his hats 
usually in the Summer? A.—I didn’t sell

| York, defendants to the $5,534,564 


Bosch Magneto Company suit filed in 
the Federal’ Court here recently, filed 
an answer today denying all of the 
Government’s charges that the pur- 


sult of a fraudulent ‘conspiracy. 

Not only are the fraud and conspir- 
acy Allegations denied, but the de- 
fendants question the legal right of 
the Government to prosecute the suit. 
They argue that the Government will 
not benefit by any recovery, but 
rather that the ultimate benefits would’ 
go to the former owners of the Bosch 


company, “alien enemies of the plain- 
tiff, —** to our national Govern- 
ment and betrayers of its interests.” 

The Government charges that the 
Bosch Company property, seized under 
the Alien Enemy act by A. Mitchell 
Palmer, then Alien Property Custodian, 
and auctioned off at Chicopee under 
his direction, was sold by prearrange- 
ment with more than a score of per- 
sons at. a price much less than.its real 
value. 
. The answer of the defendants de- 
clares that the property, left in a de- 
caying condition by the férmer own- 
ers, was * less than ‘was paid for 
it and that the condition of the “busi- 
ness was such that the new owners 
have been forced to invest $2,500,000 
to. keep it in operation. They assert 
that even with thut investment the 
profits since the purchase have been 
nil,‘and that only a shift to the manu- 
facture of radios * saved it from 
bankruptcy and receivership. The 
total market value of its capital stock, 
as of Nov. 15, they,aver, was $3,600,- 
000, according to New York Stock Ex- 
change quotations. . 

After a statement that the Govern- 
ment has no legal grounds for bring- 


‘ping the action, thé-answer concludes: 


“The defendantgfirm aver that the 
plaintiff .expressly ratified and con- 
firmed the acts of its officials, the 
approval of the Advisory Sales Com- 
mittee, and the conveyance to the de- 
fendent firm, having relied tipon the 
legality. of their purchase as subse- 
quently ratified and confirmed, the 
firm have made large and substantial 
investments of capital in. said prop- 
erty and have incurred liabilities and 
obligations in connection therewith, all 
with full knowledge of the plaintiff. 

‘The ‘defendant firm avers that the 
by the plaintiff is estopped from bring- 
ing this action, which .under the cir- 
cumstances herein above set forth is 
contrary to equity, , justice and good 
conscience.”’

As Slug, leader of a roving gang of 
Vagrants; Mr. Calhern expresses the 
swank, the bravado and the freedom 
of such an expansive réle in a high- 
spirited portrait. Mr. Carlton has de- 
voted the first act of his drama to the 
romance of this foot-loose tramp and 
a hired girl who révels in the news of/ 
far-off places—@f Texas and the damp 
forests of Canada, He has told the 
story with unusual interest and’ has 
mixed his exposition afd characters 
well.

Mr. Carlton does not make his points 
with sufficient emphasis; nor does the 
performance assist him as it might.

Mr. Macallum over- 
does the ‘anemic. Rat. Mr. Dunn’s 
stolid Swedish accent becomes ‘some- 
what wearisome before the play, is 
done. Miss Estabrook brings a much 
needed animation to the part of Jenny.

after the commencement ofan action 
brought against Squier by Mrs. Paige 
seeking to obtain the custody of their 
12-year-old daughter, Patricia, and a 
judicial determination as to her future 
support. Mrs. Paige declared that her 
former husband had agreed to divide 
the custody of the child, each having 
her for a six months’ period. Squier’s 
time. Aad elapsed, she said, but his 
mother, Mrs. Charles B. Squier of 521 
Park — » who was caring. for her 

fhe onthe er, refused to surrénder.

This action, postponed until Squier 
should arrive from Europe, was indi- 
rectly answered by the filing’ of his 
alienation suit yesterday. Paige, he’ 
charged, had broken up his Home and. 
persuaded his wife to ——— and 
abandon their child, wh lying on 
his funds to support them. 

Squier in his papers said he was 
married to Miss Olive Rae in St. Louis 
in 1913 and lived happily with her until 
May, 1925. Just before that time Paige, 
although himself married and _ the 
father of two daughters,. began to pay 
attention to his wife, Squier charged. 
By ‘‘various acts, promises, gifts: and 
payments of money,” Paige seduced 
her, he said, while she was still Gving 
wich him. . ' 

According to Squier, “the — man 
| told his -wife that he would furnish a 
‘lawyer and -witnesses for her to press 
a divorce action. here and promised 
that. she would get alimony and coun- 
se] fees worth $1,000,000, sufficient to 
support them both. However, Paige 
‘was said to have. transferred the: di- 
voree suit to Paris, where a decree was 
obtained on the grounds of desertion. 
Then Paige, himself : divorced by his 
wife, Mrs. Maud Steinway Paige, in 
the same.month of February last, 
married the former Mrs. Squier. — 

It is alleged that 2* after taking 
his new wife on travels through, Eu- 
rope, promised he would obtain custody 
of her daughter, Patricia, and a fund 
for the child’s education and support.

The records show that the former 
Mrs. Squier instituted a divorce against 
her husband in the Supreme Court 
here in May, 1925, naming Miss Phyllis 
Ann Keenan as corespondent. At that 
time Squier in his defense made no

Squier denied the charges but ad- 
mitted writing letters ‘‘under the in- 
fluence of liquor.’’

@s a varsity athlete sped to a record- 
shattering victory yesterday afternoon 
in the eighteenth annual Intercollegi- 
ate Association of Amateur: Athletes of 
America six-mile cross-country cham- 
pionship tést over the Van Cortlandt 
Park treil and gave to Penn State Col- 
lege its. first team championship and | 
the distinction for nominating the in- 
dividual. winner for the second ‘time in 
the long history of the title test. 

Rarigy Bill Cox, former Rochester 
Sho School and Mercersburg Academy 
ee olastic star, was the youngster who 

lazed. thé trail for Penn State and 
impressed a crowd of intercollegiate 

sport enthusiasts with one of the most 

ve victories a college harrier 

Has scored in recent years. He scored 

over one of the largest, most repre- 

sentative and most formidable fields 

of harriers ever to start in this annual 
title fixture. 

Favorite for the individual title before 
the race, a contender from the start |- 
and the pacemaker over the greater 
part of * six ·mile journey. Cox raced 
to victory over Macauley Smith of Yale 
and J. Clinton Loucks of Syracuse, 
two veterans who were’ making their 
last varsity hill and dele effort in this 
college competition. Cox sped over the 
finish line in 30:04, clipping 30 seconds 
off the record of 30:34, made last year 
by Willard Tibbetts of Harvard. 


Wins by Thirty Yards. 


At the finish: Gox was thirty yards 
ahead of Smith, while Loucks was 
fifty yards back of Smith, though both 
lads got “home under the old course 


record. In second position Smith was 
clocked in. 30:09 and Loucks. was 
clocked in 30:17 for third position. H. 
H. Benson, Cornell's freshman win- 
ner of last year, came through with 
an admirable performance to wif 
fourth position, 100. yards or so back 
of Loucks, and then filed over the 
finish line the remainder of a stream 
of 103 survivors of the ardous test. 
‘With his triumph Cox brought vic- 
tory to the Nittany Lions in the 
struggle for the. team title. With 
Ralph Fouracre finishing ‘sixth; 
George K. Offenhauser, seventh; Paul 
B. Reis, twenty-third, and John H. 
Stewart, thirtieth, the State harriers 
constituted a quintet which frustrated 
the Orange-clad runners of Syracuse 
University in their quest of a fifth 
a. OA A. team chapionship 
and permanent possession of the race's 
title trophy. 

Penn’ State finished with the low 
winning score of.65 points, three better 
than the total of 68 compiled by the 
strong.team nominated by Coach Tom 
Keane, who was prevented because of 
illness from séeing his up-State run- 
ners perform. The positions of Reis 
and Stewart were advanced one each 
under -the race rules: through the elim- 
ination .of an individual ,entry in the 
point score. tabulation. The team 
battle was perhaps the closest in the 
history of the event. 

Record significance was not confined 
alone to the varsity race. In the sev- |: 
enth annual freshman title chase of 
three miles, which preceded the var- 
sity event, Robert Swede of Prince- 
ton carried the Orange and Black to}. 
victory in a sterling performance, ne- 
gotiating the course faster than ary 
freshman race ever has been run at 
Van Cortlandt Park. Swede completed 
the journey ‘in 14 minutes 56 1-5 sec- 
onds.

In the yearling event the Syracuse 
youngsters came back to replace Yale |co 
as champions. The up-State collegians, 
finishing a team of five runners 


among the first eleven to cross the 
finish line, returned the low winning 
score of 29 points, beating out Cor- 
nell when the Red and -White total 
Went up to 63 tallies. Princeton was 
third with 91 points, Columbia fourth 
with, 153 and Yale, defending -cham- 
2, fifth with 158. 

Cox’s victory in ,the varsity’ event 
was clean-cut. The - Nittany = star 
flashed a performance which rivaled,- 
if, indeed, it did not surpass, that of 
Willie Ritola, sturdy Finnish runner,’ 
in winning the Amateur = Athletic 
Union’s national championship title 
Sunday afternoon, particularly in view 
of the fact that. Cox was forced on 
his two-lap . journey. to clear four 
hurdles, while, Ritola’s race.was minus 
the fences.

This case, which involved closely 
related questions affecting intrastate 
and interstate commerce, was insti- 
‘tuted by the Superintendent of Public}. 
Works of New York. The order of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission was 
issued at the instance of the State 
official, but the railroad moved to en- 
join by a bill of equity filed in the 
Federal court for the Northern District 
of New York. The injunction was 
granted and the case came to the high 
court on appeal by the United States 
in behalf of the commission. 

The railroad attacked the commis- 
sion’s order on the ground that it 
lacked authority to make the require- 
ment. 

In its brief the Government upheld 
the legality of the Commission’s order 
declaring that husiness.at the~ Erie 
Basin Terminal was of an interstate 
character and that the’ Federal body 
clearly had jurisdiction. 

In an opinion by Associate Justice 
Stone, the high court. held that the 
jurisdiction of the commission to en- 
force the service sought was properly 
invoked. 

The court ruled that where * 
state and intrastate transactions are 
interwoven, the regulation of the lat-* 
ter is incidental to ‘and inseparable 
from the regulation of the former, 
‘and is properly to be deemed in- 
cluded in the authority over inter- 
state commerce’”’ conferred by the 
Federal statute.

larger than last year’s yield. Of this 
year’s crop 12,953,708 bales had been 
ginned to Nov. 14. 
There are large quantities of un- 
picked cotton in Texas largest produc- 
ing State, and Oklahoma, and the Goy- 
érnment’s crop reporting board said 
‘the amount of this which will - be 
picked” will depend. largely upon 
weather, labor conditions and price 
during the next two monthé,

The Yokohama issue is guaranteed, 


‘both as to principal and interest, by 
_ the imperial Japanese Government and

In 
addition to J. P. Morgan & Co. the 
syndicate consists of Kuhn, Loeb &

TO BUILD LINK IN SOUTH 


Contract for Third of Line to 
‘Muscle Shoals Road Will Be 
Awarded Soon.

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 22.—Mexico 
City still is wondering what will bé 
the outcome of the present cifficulties 
with the United States. The Nica-

Pub- 
lication of the notes is awaited with 
much interest, although it is believed 
the only note that will be published 


will be the last one, not the full cor- 
respondence with the United States on 
the oi] and iand laws. 

If only one note is published public 
Opinion of the United States and Mex-

_ before, for the controversy has been 


of such length that the general public 
has forgotten what it is all about. 
Many politicians of Mexico believe 
that with publication of the entire 
series of notes the public will have 
a clear opinion of the controversy and 


‘make the weight of its opinion felt. 


The local press, especially El Uni- 
versal, published editorials comment- 
ing on the Nicaraguan situation and 
calling attention to the ‘act that the 
American press is changing its tone 
when discussing the Mexican question. 
El Universal believes that when the 
people of the United States learn of 
the innocence of Mexico in the Nica- 
raguan difficulties they. will refuse ‘‘to 
be the instrument of large intetests 
who, in trying to remain under cover, 
have started a smoke screen by charg- 
ing Mexico with having Bolshevist 
ideas.’’ 

An editorial in El Univ@rsal holds 
that if the United States can inter- 
vene in Central America it is unjust 
to accuse Mexico for the same thing. 

“The American people,’”’ says El Uni- 
versal, ‘‘should know that the charges 
against Mexico are invented by those 
aio trneent us Qs instruments of the 
Russian Bolshevki and propagandists of 
communism with the purpose of creat- 
ing a united Soviet union of Central 
American countries under the Supreme 
direction of Mexico. This is nothing 
else but the proceedings of piracy on a 
grand scale, which is hiding the move- 
ments of plutocratic interests of Nica- 
ragua, and which in part is mixed in 
the interior and exterior politics of 
Mexico. 

“We refuse to accept the deformed 
version of the Monroe Doctrine, which 
is less admissable than the original 
Doctrine, if it is hiding a policy of 
expansion, preparing for the absolute 
dominion of the Zone of the Nicara- 
guan Canal. 

“All these problems the American 
people should wish to know and should 
insist. that they be treated honorably 
and openly and not mix them with 
sameful proceedings, stained with fili- 
busterism and piracy. It is shameful 
that. a country which has reached 
maximum prosperity, and should serve 
as an example, permits itself to be 
carried away by political and mer- 
cantile manoeuvres founded on false-

| LABOR M. P. IS FINED £25. 


Kirkwood Was Prosecuted for His 
Speech to Striking Miners. 


RENISHAW, Derbyshire, England, 
Nov 22 (#).—David Kirkwood, Laborite 
Member of Parliament, today was 
fined £25 for delivering a speech re- 
cently to a group of striking miners 
at Clowne which was held likely to 
restrict the outpuf of coal. 

The action, taken under the emer- 
gency regulations voted by Parliament 
to cope with the-strike situation, cre- 
ated nation-wide interest when Mr. 
Kirkwood was called into court a week 
ago as he is the first prominent person 
prosecuted under the Emergency act. 





David Kirkwood is one of thé out- 
standing ‘‘Clyde-siders’’:in the British 
House of Commons, and has come into 
the limelight on several occasions be- 
cause of his stand against Government 
policies and his outspokenness in re- 
ferring to prominent personages, not 
excepting the members of the royal 
house. 

In February, 1925, he created a sen- 
sation py assailing the Government in 
Parliament for the ‘expenditures in 
sending the Prince of Wales on long 
tours abroad. Saying he ‘‘was rather 
sorry’ for the Prince, Kirkwood ex- 
claimed: ‘‘Here you are trotting him 
all over the world, making a clown of 
him and taking him on show.” 

This attack brought criticism from 
some members of his own party as 
well as from. the Conservatives and 
Liberals. During the war Kirkwood 
was deported from) Glasgow for advo- 
cating a *‘down to policy among 
the munition workers.
